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MAYOR'S REPORT 


2015/16 BUDGET PRESENTATION BY HER WORSHIP THE MAYOR COUNCILLOR CC 
GUMEDE AT THE BIG 5 FALSE BAY COUNCIL MEETING HELD IN THE MUNICIPAL 
COUNCIL CHAMBERS ON 30 MARCH 2015 


Councillors, Officials and members of the public 1 wish to present an overview of the Budget 
and Medium Term Revenue and Expenditure Framework (MTREF) for 2015/16 financial year, 
for the Big 5 False Bay Municipality. The Budget and MTREF has been compiled in terms of the 
provisions of the Local Government: Municipal Finance Management Act, MFMA circulars 70 
and 74, as well as the MFMA Budget and Reporting Regulations. 


Councillors it is imperative to note that in the preparation of this budget, the municipality did 
not consider the issue of major between the Big 5 and Hlabisa municipality. The rationale 
behind that was due to the fact that the DoRa issued by national treasury did not take that into 
consideration the merger hence the budget is prepared without looking at the after 2016 
implications. Yes, 1 think it is important to mention that this is our fourth year in council and 
we will have to review our strategies that were mapped in our first IDP and see where we are 
with the delivery of those strategies, more especially service delivery strategies. 


The 2015 Budget Review notes that while twenty one years of democracy have brought 
enduring achievements for South Africa, there is no room for complacency, we have to 
continue to work hard as The Big 5 False Bay Municipality, together with all other organs of 
government to make lives of our people better. To overcome apartheid's spatial legacy, the 
provision of housing and social infrastructure needs to be improved, and planning frameworks 
in the municipality strengthened. As The Big 5 False Bay Municipality, our budget and 
operational processes need to respond accordingly to these needs. The budget policy 
framework for the next three years is designed to manage risk in a constrained fiscal 
environment, while building a foundation for economic growth which is in line with the 
implementation of the National Development Plan. Although South Africa's economy has 
expanded over the past years, the rate of growth has steadily declined. 


The municipality is taking a conservative approach to discretionary expenditure with emphasis 
on cutting down on 'nice to haves' and adherence to cost containment measures as outlined in 
the MFMA Circular 70 issued by the Minister of Finance through National Treasury. Inflation, 
fuel increases and ongoing wild cat strikes in the mining sector will put a strain our country's 
economy. The impact of these is a decline in GDP and a possible repeat of the so called 
economic recession that was experienced in 2008. This will consequently put the budget of The 
Big 5 False Bay Municipality and all other entities in both public and private sector under 
pressure over the medium term, requiring the municipality to work more efficiently and to be 
more economical with our spending. 


Compatriot, with the tabled Budget and MTREF, the municipality will endeavor to address the 
following management issues: 

• The municipality is serious to act as a catalyst for economic growth through 
creating an environment for investment and other activities that foster job creation. 
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The municipality is making further efforts in finding savings to eliminate waste and 
reprioritize spending toward key social and development objectives. 

The municipality's revenue and cash flow are expected to remain under pressure in 
2015/2016, and so the municipality has adopted a conservative approach when 
projecting the expected revenue and cash receipt which is in line with the prudence 
concept of accounting and finance management. 

The municipality will also pay particular attention to manage revenue effectively 
and carefully evaluate all spending decisions. 


The Budget tabled today is in line with National priorities: 
Creation of decent employment opportunities 
Infrastructure development such as: 

Roads (Rural & Urban) 

Electricity 

Health facilities 

Local economic development 


1 would like to request administration not to employ people without any reference to the level 
of staffing required to deliver effective services, effect remuneration increases associated with 
bargaining council decisions and what is financially sustainable over the medium term. The 
municipality ought to focus on maximizing its contribution to job creation by: 

■ Ensuring that service delivery and capital projects use labour intensive methods 
wherever appropriate; 

■ Ensuring that service providers use labour intensive approaches; 

■ Supporting labour intensive LED projects; 

■ Participating fully in the Expanded Public Works Programme where an allocation of R1 
million has been made in this budget; and 

■ Implementing interns programmes to provide young people with on the job training 
using R1.8 million Einance Management Grant provided by National Treasury per 
2015/16 DORA (Division of Revenue Act) promulgation. 

With reference to employment creation, provision is made for the following: 

■ Contractors that are appointed for Municipal Infrastructure Grant (MIG) projects, are 
encouraged to make use of local labour; 

■ R400' from the equitable share is allocated for LED projects; 

■ The Council has appointed five financial interns. 


When the rates, tariffs and other charges for the 2015 / 16 budget and MTREE were revised the 
Council took into account the labour (i.e. the wage agreements with unions) and other input 
costs of services provided by the municipality, the need to ensure financial sustainability, local 
economic conditions and the affordability of services, taking into consideration the 
municipality's indigent policy. The municipality also took into account relevant policy 
developments in the different sectors. The municipality is structuring the tariffs for utility 
services to encourage more efficient use of these services and to generate the resources 
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required to fund the maintenance, renewal and expansion of the infrastructure required to 
provide the services. The budget depicts a total expenditure increase of R9,519 million or 13%, 
which is made up as follows: 

Capital Budget (decrease) from R 12,961 million to R 11,719 million 

Operating budget (increase) from R 59,270million to R70,031 million 


Capital Budget 

The following guidelines were applied in order to valuate and prioritize the capital projects: 

• In line with the Council's revised IDP 

• Carryover of previously approved projects 

• Existing Council's resolutions, statutory requirements and services related benefits. 


It must be noted compatriot there are projects that were prioritized and started in 2014/15 
financial year that are still under construction and will be funded in 2015/16 budget. 1 will be 
wise fellow councilors not to prioritize many projects in the current until the existing projects 
are finalized. 


The Capital Budget is funded as follows over the medium term: 
Municipal Infrastructure Grant (MIG) 11 419 000 

Internal Funding 300 000 


Operating Budget 
Operating Revenue Framework 

The municipality is budgeting for an operating revenue of R70,885 million of which the detail 
revenue sources are reflected in the executive summary of the budget document. 

The proposed tariff increases for the 2015/16 MTREF on the different revenue categories are: 


Property Rates 

5.8% 

Solid Waste 

5.8% 

Sundry 

5.8% 


Grants and subsidies has increased by Rll,524 million and is now 64% of the total operating 
budget. This ratio needs to be closely monitored as it continuously shows increase in our 
municipality's grant dependency. 1 implore administration together with oversight structures 
to explore other innovative ways to enhance revenue in order to maintain a reasonable balance 
between government grants and municipality's own generated revenue. It must be noted that 
the amount of grants includes inter alia Rl,8 million for the measure of Hlabisa and Big 5. 
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operating Expenditure Framework 

The municipality is budgeting for expenditure of R70,031 million of which the detail 
expenditure types are reflected in the executive summary. 

Major components of Operating Expenditure are: 

Employee related costs - representing 30% of the total operating budget. A salary 
increase of 5.8% is based on the consumer price index. 

Remuneration of Councillors - representing 3% of the total operating budget. An 
increase of 5.8% on the upper limits is provided for, which is the same as for staff salary 
increases. The remuneration of Councillors is determined by the Minister of Co- 
Operative Governance and Traditional Affairs, in accordance with the remuneration of 
Public Bearers Act (Act 20 of 1998). 

Depreciation and asset impairment - Provision for depreciation has been informed by 
the municipality's asset management policy. 

Contracted Services - As part of the compilation of the 2015/16 budget and MTREP, 
this group of expenditure was critically evaluated and operational efficiencies are 
enforced. This group of expenditure totals R18.2 million. 

Other expenditure - comprises of various line items relating to the daily operations of 
the municipality. This group of expenditure has also been identified as an area in which 
cost savings and efficiencies can be achieved. 


Equitable Share Grant 


In terms of the division of the revenue bill, as published in the government gazette of February 
2015, the Council will receive the following amounts as it's equitable share grant from National 
Treasury, for the next three years: 

2015/2016 - R31 million 

2016/2017 - R32 million 

2017/2018 - R33 million 


The extreme moderate and well deliberated rates and services tariff increases, should be 
welcomed by all communities and serve as an indication that Council is more than aware of 
the need to compassionately accommodate our people. The millions of rands being poured into 
our rural communities for varied activities, is a further commendable effort by Council to show 
our people that we are serious in attending to their needs. 

All current grants, rates rebates, free electricity and free refuse charges will remain in force to 
the benefit of those people, receiving such benefits. 

1 want to stress that citizens will mostly benefit if everyone is compassionate in ensuring that 
they excel in what they do. Management must manage effectively whilst Councillors play their 
oversight role effectively. 


The citizens sympathy is determined by the extent to which municipal officials, business 
chambers and community organisations have a common understanding of our community's 
problems, challenges and opportunities to develop. 
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No bureaucracy rests indeed on their laurels if they know people are united in their efforts to 
improve living conditions for all. On the other hand, apathy or lack of interest of citizens 
creates a fertile breeding ground for poor service delivery, crumbling infrastructure, corruption 
and blatant disregard for good management practices. 

Poor service delivery and poor control remain a serious challenge in most municipalities. At 
most of the municipalities, fruitless and wasteful expenditure continues to be an area of 
concern requiring serious attention to manage and prevent. The aforementioned can be 
prevented by implementing proper monitoring systems to identify problems. The service 
delivery in 2014/15 financial started to improve for example fixing of roads around town, 
street light, speed humps in Phumlani township, these were the synopsis of the 2014/15 
financial year and the municipality is committed to improve in 2015/16 financial year. 

However equally disturbing, is the lack of active citizens who have an understanding of the 
objectives and responsibilities of the Local Municipality. It means that these responsibilities to 
provide sustainable municipal services and the promotion of a safe and healthy environment, 
stays a grey area. 

1 therefore would like to encourage all key stakeholders in our community to focus on forming 
a partnership with the Big 5 False Bay Municipality, especially on the field of Local Economic 
Development.

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1.2 Council Resolutions

1.1.4. Multi-year and single-year capital appropriations by municipal vote and standard 
classification and associated funding by source 

1.2. The financial position, cash flow budget, cash-backed reserve/ accumulated surplus, asset 
management and basic service delivery targets are approved as set out in the following tables: 

1.2.1. Budgeted Financial Position; 

1.2.2. Budgeted Cash Flows; 

1.2.3. Cash backed reserves and accumulated surplus reconciliation; 

1.2.4. Asset management; and 

1.2.5. Basic service delivery measurement. 

2. The Council of The Big 5 False Bay Municipality, acting in terms of section 75A of the Local 
Government: Municipal Systems Act (Act 32 of 2000) approves and adopts with effect from 1 July 
2015 

2.1. The tariffs for property rates, 

2.2. The tariffs for solid waste services 

3. The Council of The Big 5 False Bay Municipality, acting in terms of 75A of the Local 
Government: Municipal Systems Act (Act 32 of 2000) approves and adopts with effect from 1 July 
2015 the tariffs for other services, as set out in the tariffs Schedule. 



1,3 EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


The application of sound financial management principles for the compilation of the 
municipality's financial plan is essential and critical to ensure that the municipality remains 
financially viable and that municipal services are provided sustainably, economically and 
equitably to all communities. 


The municipality's business and service delivery priorities were received as part of this year's 
planning and budget process. Where appropriate, funds were transferred from low to high priority 
programmes so as to maintain sound financial stewardship. A critical review was also undertaken 
of expenditures on noncore and 'nice to have' items. 


The municipality has embarked on implementing a range of revenue collection strategies to 
optimize the collection of debt owed by consumers. Furthermore the municipality has undertaken 
various customer care initiatives to ensure the municipality truly involves all citizens in the 
process of ensuring a people lead government. 


The budget/lDP process occurred according to the budget timetable approved by Council during 
August 2014. This ensured compliance with the LG: MFMA and subsequent circulars in the 
preparation and approval of the multi-year budget/lDP. 


The Budget and Medium Term Revenue and Expenditure Framework (MTREF) was also prepared 
taking cognizance of the contents of the Local Government: Municipal Einance Management Act 
No 56 of 2003, Circular No. 70, Circular No. 74 and the LG: MEMA Budget Eormats Guide received 
from National Treasury. 


The main challenges experienced during the compilation of the 2015/2016 Budget and MTREE can 
be summarized as follows: 


• The ongoing difficulties in the national and local economy; 

• Aging roads and other municipal amenities; 

• The need to reprioritize projects and expenditure within the existing resource envelope given 
the cash flow realities and declining cash position of the municipality; 

• Wage increases for municipal staff that continue to exceed consumer inflation, as well as the 
need to fill critical vacancies. 



• Affordability of capital projects-original allocations had to be reduced and the operational 
expenditure associated with prior year's capital investments needed to be factored into the budget 
as part of the 2015/16 budget and MTREF process. 


The following budget principles and guidelines directly informed the compilation of the 2015 / 16 
Budget and MTREF: 


• The 2014/2015 Adjustments Budget priorities and targets, as well as the base line 
allocations contained in that Adjustments Budget were adopted as the upper limits for the new 
baselines for the 2015/2016 annual budget; 

• Intermediate service level standards were used to inform the measurable objectives, targets and 
backlog eradication goals; 

• Tariff and property rate increases should be affordable and should generally not exceed 
inflation as measured by the CPI, except where there are price increases in the inputs of services 
that are beyond the control of the municipality, for instance the cost of refuse services. In addition, 
tariffs need to address infrastructure backlogs; 

• There will be no budget allocated to national and provincial funded projects unless the 
necessary grants to the municipality are reflected in the national and provincial budget and have 
been gazetted as required by the annual Division of Revenue Act;

Total operating revenue has grown by 21 per cent or R12,519 million for the 2015/2016 financial 
year when compared to the 2014/2015 

Adjustments Budget. For the two outer years, operational revenue will increase by -1 and 4 per 
cent respectively. 






Total operating expenditure for the 2015/2016 financial year has been appropriated at R70,031 
million and translates into a budgeted surplus of R824 000. When compared to the 2014/2015 
Adjustments Budget, operational expenditure has grown by 18 per cent in the 2015/2016 budget 
and by 0 and 4 per cent for each of the respective outer years of the MTREF. 


The capital budget of Rll,719 million for 2015/2016 is 10 per cent lesser when compared to the 
2014/2015 Adjustments Budget. The capital budget is mainly funded from Government grants 
over the MTREF (MIG). 


Operating Revenue Framework 


For The Big 5 False Bay Municipality to continue improving the quality of services provided to its 
citizens it needs to generate the required revenue. In these tough economic times strong revenue 
management is fundamental to the financial sustainability of every municipality. The reality is that 
we are faced with development backlogs and poverty. The expenditure required to address these 
challenges will inevitably always exceed available funding; hence difficult choices have to be made 
in relation to tariff increases and balancing expenditures against realistically anticipated revenues. 


The municipality's revenue strategy is built around the following key components: 

• National Treasury's guidelines and macroeconomic policy; 

• Growth in the municipality and continued economic development; 

• Efficient revenue management, which aims to ensure a 70 per cent annual collection rate for 
property rates and other key service charges; 

• Achievement of full cost recovery of specific user charges especially in relation to trading 
services; 

• Determining the tariff escalation rate by establishing/ calculating the revenue requirement of 
each services; 

• The municipality's Property Rates Policy approved in terms of the Municipal Property Rates 
Act, 2004 (Act 6 of 2004) (MPRA) 

• Increase ability to extend new services and recover costs; 

• The municipality's Indigent Policy and rendering of free basic services; and 

• Tariff policy of the Municipality.

Revenue generated from government grants forms a significant percentage of the revenue basket 
for the Municipality. In the 2014/15 financial year, revenue from rates total R9 745 million or 17 
per cent. This increases to R10,310 million, R10,877 million and Rll,421 million in the respective 
financial years of the MTREF. 



Property rates is the third largest revenue source totaling 15 per cent or R10,310 million rand and 
increases to R1 0,877 million by 2016/17. The second largest sources is revenue from traffic fines 
which is measured in terms of GRAP 23 (revenue recognition). 

Operating grants and transfers totals R45,398 million in the 2015/16 financial year and decreases to 
R44,528 then steadily increases to R46,390 million by 2017/18.

Tariff-setting is a pivotal and strategic part of the compilation of any budget. When rates, tariffs 
and other charges were revised, local economic conditions, input costs and the affordability of 
services were taken into account to ensure the financial sustainability of the municipality. 


National treasury continues to encourage municipalities to keep increases in rates, tariffs and other 
charges as low as possible. Municipalities must justify in their budget documentation all increases 
in excess of the 6 per cent upper boundary of the South African Reserve Bank's inflation target. 
Excessive increases are likely to be counterproductive, resulting in higher levels of non-payment. 


It must also be appreciated that the consumer price index, as measured by CPI, is not a good 
measure of the cost increases of goods and services relevant to municipalities. The basket of goods 
and services utilized for the calculation of the CPI consist of items such as food, petrol and medical 
services, whereas the cost drivers of a municipality are informed by items such as the cost of 
remuneration, bulk purchases of electricity, petrol, diesel, chemicals, cement, etc. The current 
challenge facing the municipality is managing the gap between cost drivers and tariffs levied, as 
any shortfall must be made up by their operational efficiency gains or service level reductions. 
Within this framework the municipality has undertaken the tariff setting process relating to service 
charges as follows. 


3.3.1 Property Rates 


Property rates cover the cost of the provision of general services. Determining the effective 
property rate tariff is therefore an integral part of the municipality's budgeting process. 


National Treasury's MFMA Circular No.51 deals, inter alia with the implementation of the 
Municipal Property Rates Act, with the regulations issued by the Department of Co-operative 
Governance. These regulations came into effect on 1 July 2009 and prescribe the rate ratio to 
residential properties to be 0.25:1. The implementation of these regulations was done in the 
previous budget process and the Property Rates Policy of the Municipality has been amended 
accordingly. 


The following stipulations in the Property Rates Policy are highlighted: 


> The first R15 000 of the market value of a property used for residential purposes is excluded from 
the rate-able value (Section 17 (h) of the MPRA). In addition to this rebate, a further R45 000 



reduction on the market value of a property will be granted in terms of the municipality's own 
Property Rates Policy; 

> 30 per cent rebate can be granted on all residential properties (including state owned 
residential properties); 

> 100 per cent rebate will be granted to registered indigents in terms of the Indigent Policy; 

> For pensioners, physically and mentally disabled persons, a maximum/ total rebate of 50 
per cent (calculated on a sliding scale) will be granted to owners of rate-able property if the 
total gross income of the applicant and/or his/her spouse, if any, does not to exceed the 
amount equal to twice the annual state pension as approved by the National Government 
for a financial year. 

> The Municipality may award a 100 per cent grant-in-aid on the assessment rates of rate- 
able properties of certain classes such as registered welfare organizations, institutions or 
organizations performing charitable work, sports grounds used for purposes of amateur 
sport. The owner of such a property must apply to the Chief Financial Officer in the 
prescribed format for such a grant. 

The categories of rate-able properties for purposes of levying rates and the proposed rates for the 
2014/15 financial year based on a 5.8 per cent increase from 1 July 2015 is contained below:

1.4.2 Waste Removal and Impact of Tariff Increases 

Currently solid waste removal is operating at a surplus. It is widely accepted that the rendering of 
this service should at least break even, which is currently the case. The municipality will have to 
implement a solid waste strategy to ensure that this service can be rendered in a sustainable 
manner over the medium to long-term. The main contributor to this surplus is that this service is 
fully outsourced. 

A 5.8 per cent increase in the waste removal tariff is proposed from 1 July 2015. Higher increases 
will not be viable in 2015/16 owing to the significant increases implemented in previous 
financial years as well as the overall impact of higher than inflation increases of other services. 
Any increase higher than 6 per cent would be counter-productive and will result in affordability 
challenges for individual rates payers raising the risk associated with bad debt.

1.5 Operating Expenditure Framework 

The Municipality's expenditure framework for the 2015/16 budget and MTREF is informed by the 
following: 

• The repairs and maintenance plan; 

• Balanced budget constraint (operating expenditure should not exceed operating 
revenue) unless there are existing uncommitted cash-backed reserves to fund any 
deficit; 

• Funding of the budget over the medium-term as informed by Section 18 and 19 of the 
MFMA; 

• The capital programme is aligned to the backlog eradication plan; 

• Operational gains and efficiencies will be directed to funding the capital budget and other 
core services; and 

• Strict adherences to the principle of no project plan no budget. If there is no business plan 
no funding allocation can be made. 

The following table is a high level summary of the 2015/16 budget and MTREF (classified per 
main type of operating expenditure): 

Traffic Fines 

It is important to note that the municipality has budget R12 million in traffic fines. This estimation 
is informed through engagement with the service provider and plans that will be implemented to 
see this amount realised or even more. Also considering precious's year's revenue trends.

The budgeted allocation for employee related costs for the 2015/16 financial year totals 
R21,134 million, which equals 30 per cent of the total operating expenditure. The three year 
collective SALGBC agreement come to an end in 2014/15 financial year, the salary increase in 
based on inflation rate of 5.8 %( estimation for 2015/16 financial year). An annual increase of 5.3 
per cent has been included in the two outer years of the MTREF. As part of the municipality's cost 
reprioritization and cash management strategy vacancies have been significantly rationalized 
downwards. When calculating the increase from the previous year (2014/15) the increase is 31 per 
cent. This increase is contrary to the above statement of the increase of 5.8 per cent due to vacant 
positions budgeted for which were not budgeted in the previous year. The new proposal of the 13 
cheques to Municipal Manager and directors is included in the 2015/16 budget year. 

The cost associated with the remuneration of councillors is determined by the Minister of Co- 
operative Governance and Traditional Affairs in accordance with the Remuneration of Public 
Office Bearers Act, 1998 (Act 20 of 1998). The most recent proclamation in this regard has been 
taken into account in compiling the municipality's budget. 

The provision of debt impairment was determined based on an armual collection rate of 70 per 
cent and the Debt Write-off Policy of the Municipality. For the 2015/16 financial year this amount 
equates to R7 million and remain the same for the two outer years. While this expenditure is 
considered to be a non-cash flow item, it informed the total cost associated with rendering the 
services of the municipality, as well as the municipality's realistically anticipated revenues. 

Provision for depreciation and asset impairment has been informed by the Municipality's Asset 
Management Policy. Depreciation is widely considered a proxy for the measurement of the rate 
asset consumption. Budget appropriations in this regard total R4 million for the 2015/16 financial 
and equates to 6 per cent of the total operating expenditure. 

Finance charges consist primarily of the repayment of interest on finance leases (cost of capital). 
Finance charges make up 0.2 per cent (R150 thousand) of operating expenditure excluding 
annual redemption for 2015/16. 


Other materials comprise of amongst others the purchase of fuel, diesel, materials for maintenance, 
cleaning materials and chemicals. In line with the municipality's repairs and maintenance plan 
this group of expenditure has been prioritised to ensure sustainability of the municipality's 
infrastructure & other community facilities. For 2015/16 the appropriation against this group of 
expenditure has dropped to 4 per cent of total operating expenditure (R2.5 million) and remain the 
same in the two outer years 

Contracted services have been identified as a cost saving area for the municipality. As part of the 
compilation of the 2015/16 MTREF this group of expenditure was critically evaluated and 
operational efficiencies were enforced. In the 2015/16 financial year, this group of expenditure 
totals R18,264 million. 

Other expenditure comprises of various line items relating to the daily operations of the 
municipality. This group of expenditure has also been identified as an area in which cost savings 
and efficiencies can be achieved. 


1.5.2 Free Basic Services: Basic Social Services Package 

The social package assists households that are poor or face other circumstances that limit their 
ability to pay for services. To receive these free services the households are required to register in 
terms of the municipality's Indigent Policy. 

The cost of the social package of the registered indigent households is largely financed by national 
government through the local government equitable share received in terms of the annual Division 
of Revenue Act.

Explanatory notes to MBRR Table A1 - Budget Summary 


1. Table A1 is a budget summary and provides a concise overview of the municipality's budget 
from all of the major financial perspectives (operating, capital expenditure, financial position, cash 
flow, and MFMA funding compliance). 

2. The table provides an overview of the amounts approved by Council for operating performance, 
resources deployed to capital expenditure, financial position, cash and funding compliance, as well 
as the municipality's commitment to eliminating basic service delivery backlogs. 

3. Financial management reforms emphasises the importance of the municipal budget being 
funded. This requires the simultaneous assessment of the Financial Performance, Financial 
Position and Cash Flow Budgets, along with the Capital Budget. The Budget Summary provides 
the key information in this regard: 

a. The operating surplus/ deficit (after Total Expenditure) is positive over the MTREF 

b. Capital expenditure is balanced by capital funding sources, of which 

• Transfers recognised is reflected on the Einancial Performance Budget; 

• Borrowing is incorporated in the net cash from financing on the Cash Plow Budget 

• Internally generated funds are financed from a combination of the current operating 
surplus and accumulated cash-backed surpluses from previous years. The amount is 
incorporated in the Net cash from investing on the Cash Plow Budget. The fact that the 
municipality's cash flow remains positive, and is improving indicates that the necessary cash 
resources are available to fund the Capital Budget. 

4. The Cash backing/ surplus reconciliation shows that in previous financial years the 
municipality was not paying much attention to managing this aspect of its finances, and 
consequently many of its obligations are not cash-backed. This places the municipality in a very 
vulnerable financial position, as the recent slow-down in revenue collections highlighted. 
Consequently Council has taken a deliberate decision to ensure adequate cash-backing for all 
material obligations in accordance with the recently adopted Punding and Reserves Policy. This 
cannot be achieved in one financial year. But over the MTREP there is progressive improvement in 
the level of cash-backing of obligations. It is anticipated that the goal of having all obligations 
cash-back will be achieved by 2015/16, when a small surplus is reflected. 

5. Even though the Council is placing great emphasis on securing the financial sustainability of the 
municipality, this is not being done at the expense of services to the poor. The section of Tree 
Services shows that the amount spent on Tree Basic Services and the revenue cost of free services 
provided by the municipality continues to increase. In addition, the municipality continues to 
make progress in addressing service delivery backlogs.

1. Total operational revenue is R70,855 million in 2015/16 and decreases to R69,803 million by 
2016/17. 

2. Revenue to be generated from property rates is R1 0,310 million in the 2015/16 financial year 
and increases to R1 0,877 million by 2016/17 which represents 15 per cent of the operating 
revenue base of the municipality and therefore remains a significant funding source for the 
municipality. 

3. Services charges relating to refuse removal constitutes the component of the revenue basket of 
the municipality totaling Rl,747 million for the 2015/16 financial year and increasing to Rl,835 
million by 2016/17. The 2015/16 financial year services charges amount to 2 per cent of the total 
revenue base. 

4. Transfers recognised - operating includes the local government equitable share and other 
operating grants from national and provincial government and includes Rl,8 million for the 
merger. 

5. Employee related costs is the main cost drivers within the municipality and alternative 
operational gains and efficiencies will have to be identified to lessen the impact of wage.

1. Table A5 is a breakdown of the capital programme in relation to capital expenditure by 
municipal vote (multi-year and single-year appropriations); capital expenditure by standard 
classification; and the funding sources necessary to fund the capital budget, including information 
on capital transfers from national and provincial departments. 

2. The MFMA provides that a municipality may approve multi-year or single-year capital budget 
appropriations. 

3. Single-year capital expenditure has been appropriated at Rll,719 million for the 2015/16 
financial year and remains relatively constant over the MTREF at levels of Rll,996 million and 
R12,411 million respectively for the two outer years. 

4. Unlike multi-year capital appropriations, single-year appropriations relate to expenditure that 
will be incurred in the specific budget year such as the procurement of vehicles and specialized 
tools and equipment. The budget appropriations for the two outer years are indicative allocations 
based on the departmental business plans as informed by the IDP and will be reviewed on an 
annual basis to assess the relevance of the expenditure in relation to the strategic objectives and 
service delivery imperatives of the municipality. For the purpose of funding assessment of the 
MTRFF, these appropriations have been included but no commitments will be incurred against 
single-year appropriations for the two outer-years.

Explanatory notes to Table A6 - Budgeted Financial Position 

1. Table A6 is consistent with international standards of good financial management practice, and 
improves understandability for councilors and management of the impact of the budget on the 
statement of financial position (balance sheet). 

2. This format of presenting the statement of financial position is aligned to GRAPl, which is 
generally aligned to the international version which presents Assets less Liabilities as 
"accounting" Community Wealth. The order of items within each group illustrates items in order 
of liquidity; i.e. assets readily converted to cash, or liabilities immediately required to be met from 
cash, appear first. 

3. Table A6 is supported by an extensive table of notes (SA3) providing a detailed analysis of the 
major components of a number of items, including: 

• Consumer debtors; 

• Property, plant and equipment; 

• Trade and other payables; 

• Provisions non-current; 

• Changes in net assets; and 

• Reserves 

4. The municipal equivalent of equity is Community Wealth/Equity. The justification is that 
ownership and the net assets of the municipality belong to the community. 

5. Any movement on the Budgeted Financial Performance or the Capital Budget will inevitably 
impact on the Budgeted Financial Position. As an example, the collection rate assumption will 
impact on the cash position of the municipality and subsequently inform the level of cash and cash 
equivalents at year end. Similarly, the collection rate assumption should inform the budget 
appropriation for debt impairment which in turn would impact on the provision for bad debt. 
These budget and planning assumptions form a critical link in determining the applicability and 
relevance of the budget as well as the determination of ratios and financial indicators. In addition 
the funding compliance assessment is informed directly by forecasting the statement of 
financial position.

1. The budgeted cash flow statement is the first measurement in determining if the budget is 
funded. 

2. It shows the expected level of cash in-flow versus cash out-flow that is likely to result from the 
implementation of the budget. 

3. It can be seen that the cash levels of the municipality increases significantly over the 2014/15 to 
2015 / 16 period owing directly to a net increase in cash. 

4. The approved 2015/16 MTREF provide for a further net increase in cash of R39 hundred for the 
2015/16 financial year resulting in an overall projected positive cash position 

5. The 2015/16 MTREF has been informed by the planning principle of ensuring adequate cash 
reserves over the medium-term. 

6. Cash and cash equivalents totals R83 000 as at the end of the 2015/16 financial year

Explanatory notes to Table A8 - Cash Backed Reserves/Accumulated Surplus 
Reconciliation 

1. The cash backed reserves/ accumulated surplus reconciliation is aligned to the requirements of 
MFMA Circular 42 - Funding a Municipal Budget. 

2. In essence the table evaluates the funding levels of the budget by firstly forecasting the cash and 
investments at year end and secondly reconciling the available funding to the 
liabilities / commitments that exist. 

3. The outcome of this exercise would either be a surplus or deficit. A deficit would indicate that 
the applications exceed the cash and investments available and would be indicative of non- 
compliance with the MFMA requirements that the municipality's budget must be "funded". 

4. Non-compliance with section 18 of the MFMA is assumed because a shortfall would 
indirectly indicate that the annual budget is not appropriately funded. 

5. Considering the requirements of section 18 of the MFMA, it can be concluded that the adopted 
adjusted 2014/15 MTREF was not funded owing to the significant deficit. 

6. As part of the budgeting and planning guidelines that informed the compilation of the 2015/16 
MTREF the end objective of the medium-term framework was to ensure the budget is funded 
aligned to section 18 of the MFMA.

Explanatory notes to Table AlO - Basic Service Delivery Measurement 

1. Table AlO provides an overview of service delivery levels, including backlogs (below 
minimum service level), for each of the main services. 

2. It is anticipated that these Free Basic Services will cost the municipality R880 thousands in 
2015/16 with no anticipated increases in the outer years. This is covered by the municipality's 
equitable share allocation from national government. 



Part 2 - Supporting Documentation 

2.1 Overview of the annual budget process 

Section 53 of the MFMA requires the Mayor of the municipality to provide general political 
guidance in the budget process and the setting of priorities that must guide the preparation of the 
budget. In addition Chapter 2 of the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations states that the 
Mayor of the municipality must establish a Budget Steering Committee to provide technical 
assistance to the Mayor in discharging the responsibilities set out in section 53 of the Act. 

The Budget Steering Committee consists of the Municipal Manager and senior officials of the 
municipality meeting under the chairpersonship of the MMC for Finance. 

The primary aims of the Budget Steering Committee are to ensure: 

• That the process followed to compile the budget complies with legislation and good budget 
practices; 

• that there is proper alignment between the policy and service delivery priorities set out in 
the municipality's IDP and the budget, taking into account the need to protect the financial 
sustainability of municipality; 

• that the municipality's revenue and tariff setting strategies ensure that the cash 
resources needed to deliver services are available; and 

• That the various spending priorities of the different municipal departments are properly 
evaluated and prioritised in the allocation of resources. 

2.1.1 Budget Process Overview 

In terms of section 21 of the MFMA the Mayor is required to table in Council ten months before the 
start of the new financial year (i.e. in August 2014) a time schedule that sets out the process to 
revise the IDP and prepare the budget. 

The Mayor tabled in Council the required the IDP and budget time schedule on 31 August 2014. 
Key dates applicable to the process were: 

• August 2014 - Joint strategic planning session of the Mayor and Executive Management. 
Aim: to review past performance trends of the capital and operating budgets, the economic 
realities and to set the prioritisation criteria for the compilation of the 2014/15 MTREF; 

• November 2014 - Detail departmental budget proposals (capital and operating) 
submitted to the Budget and Treasury Office for consolidation and assessment against the 
financial planning guidelines; 

• January 2014 - Review of the financial strategy and key economic and financial planning 
assumptions by the Budget Steering Committee. This included financial forecasting and 
scenario considerations; 

• January 2015 - Multi-year budget proposals are submitted to the Mayor for endorsement; 

• 25 January 2015 - Council considers the 2013/14 Mid-year Review and Adjustments 
Budget; 



• February 2015- Recommendations of the Mayor are communicated to the Budget Steering 
Committee, and on to the respective departments. The draft 2014/15 MTREF is revised 
accordingly; 

• 28 March 2015 - Tabling in Council of the draft 2015/16 IDP and 2015/16 MTREF for public 
consultation; 

• April 2015 - Public consultation; 

• May 2015 - Closing date for written comments; 

• May 2015 - finalisation of the 2015/16 IDP and 2015/16 MTREF, taking into consideration 
comments received from the public, comments from National Treasury, and updated 
information from the most recent Division of Revenue Bill and financial framework; and 

• 28 May 2015 - Tabling of the 2015/16 MTREF before Council for consideration and 
approval. 

There were no deviations from the key dates set out in the Budget Time Schedule tabled in 
Council. 

2.1.2 IDP and Service Delivery and Budget Implementation Plan 

This is the second review of the IDP as adopted by Council in May 2014. It started in September 
2014 after the tabling of the IDP Process Plan and the Budget Time Schedule for the 2015/16 
MTREF in August. 

The Municipality's IDP is its principal strategic planning instrument, which directly guides and 
informs its planning, budget, management and development actions. This framework is rolled 
out into objectives, key performance indicators and targets for implementation which directly 
inform the Service Delivery and Budget Implementation Plan. The Process Plan applicable to the 
first revision cycle included the following key IDP processes and deliverables: 

• Registration of community needs; 

• Compilation of departmental business plans including key performance indicators and 
targets; 

• Financial planning and budgeting process; 

• Public participation process; 

• Compilation of the SDBIP, and 

• The review of the performance management and monitoring processes. 

The IDP has been taken into a business and financial planning process leading up to the 2015 / 16 
MTREF, based on the approved 2014/15 MTREF, Mid-year Review and adjustments budget. The 
business planning process has subsequently been refined in the light of current economic 
circumstances and the resulting revenue projections. 

With the compilation of the 2015/16 MTREF, each department/ function had to review the 
business planning process, including the setting of priorities and targets after reviewing the mid- 
year and third quarter performance against the 2014/15 Departmental Service Delivery and 



Budget Implementation Plan. Business planning links back to priority needs and master planning, 
and essentially informed the detail operating budget appropriations and three-year capital 
programme. 


2.1.3 Financial Modelling and Key Planning Drivers 

As part of the compilation of the 2015 / 16 MTREF, extensive financial modelling was undertaken 
to ensure affordability and long-term financial sustainability. The following key factors and 
planning strategies have informed the compilation of the 2015/16 MTREF: 

• Policy priorities and strategic objectives 

• Asset maintenance 

• Performance trends 

• The approved 2014/15 adjustments budget and performance against the SDBIP 

• Cash Flow Management Strategy 

• Debtor payment levels 

• The need for tariff increases versus the ability of the community to pay for services; 

• Improved and sustainable service delivery 

In addition to the above, the strategic guidance given in National Treasury's MFMA Circulars 51 
and 54 has been taken into consideration in the planning and prioritisation process. 

2.1.4 Community Consultation 

The draft 2015 / 16 MTREF as tabled before Council on 30 March 2015 for community consultation 
will be published on the municipality's website, and hard copies will be made available at, 
municipal notice boards and various libraries. 

All documents in the appropriate format (electronic and printed) will be provided to National 
Treasury, and other national and provincial departments in accordance with section 23 of the 
MFMA, to provide an opportunity for them to make inputs. 

Ward Committees will be utilised to facilitate the community consultation process from 1 April 
2015 

Submissions received during the community consultation process and additional information 
regarding revenue and expenditure and individual capital projects will be addressed, and where 
relevant considered as part of the finalisation of the 2015/16 MTREF. Feedback and responses to 
the submissions received will be available on request. 

2.2 Overview of alignment of annual budget with IDP 

The Constitution mandates local government with the responsibility to exercise local 
developmental and cooperative governance. The eradication of imbalances in South African 
society can only be realized through a credible integrated developmental planning process. 



Municipalities in South Africa need to utilise integrated development planning as a method to 
plan future development in their areas and so find the best solutions to achieve sound long-term 
development goals. A municipal IDP provides a five year strategic programme of action aimed at 
setting short, medium and long term strategic and budget priorities to create a development 
platform, which correlates with the term of office of the political incumbents. The plan aligns the 
resources and the capacity of a municipality to its overall development aims and guides the 
municipal budget. An IDP is therefore a key instrument which municipalities use to provide 
vision, leadership and direction to all those that have a role to play in the development of a 
municipal area. The IDP enables municipalities to make the best use of scarce resources and speed 
up service delivery. 

Integrated developmental planning in the South African context is amongst others, an approach to 
planning aimed at involving the municipality and the community to jointly find the best solutions 
towards sustainable development. Furthermore, integrated development planning provides a 
strategic environment for managing and guiding all planning, development and decision making 
in the municipality. 

It is important that the IDP developed by municipalities correlate with National and Provincial 
intent. It must aim to co-ordinate the work of local and other spheres of government in a coherent 
plan to improve the quality of life for all the people living in that area. Applied to the municipality, 
issues of national and provincial importance should be reflected in the IDP of the municipality. A 
clear understanding of such intent is therefore imperative to ensure that the municipality 
strategically complies with the key national and provincial priorities. 

The aim of this revision cycle was to develop and coordinate a coherent plan to improve the 
quality of life for all the people living in the area, also reflecting issues of national and provincial 
importance. One of the key objectives is therefore to ensure that there exists alignment between 
national and provincial priorities, policies and strategies and the municipality's response to these 
requirements. 

The national and provincial priorities, policies and strategies of importance include amongst 
others: 


• Green Paper on National Strategic Planning of 2009; 

• Government Programme of Action; 

• Development Facilitation Act of 1995; 

• Provincial Growth and Development Strategy (GGDS); 

• National and Provincial spatial development perspectives; 

• Relevant sector plans such as transportation, legislation and policy; 

• National Key Performance Indicators (NKPls); 

• Accelerated and Shared Growth Initiative (ASGISA); 

• National 2014 Vision; 

• National Spatial Development Perspective (NSDP) and 



• The National Priority Outcomes. 

The Constitution requires local government to relate its management, budgeting and planning 
functions to its objectives. This gives a clear indication of the intended purposes of municipal 
integrated development plarming. Legislation stipulates clearly that a municipality must not only 
give effect to its IDP, but must also conduct its affairs in a manner which is consistent with its IDP. 


2.3 Measurable performance objectives and indicators 


Performance Management is a system intended to manage and monitor service delivery progress 
against the identified strategic objectives and priorities. In accordance with legislative 
requirements and good business practices as informed by the National Framework for 
Managing Programme Performance Information, the municipality has developed and 
implemented a performance management system of which system is constantly refined as the 
integrated planning process unfolds. The Municipality targets, monitors, assess and reviews 
organisational performance which in turn is directly linked to individual employee's performance. 

At any given time within government, information from multiple years is being considered; plans 
and budgets for next year; implementation for the current year; and reporting on last year's 
performance. Although performance information is reported publicly during the last stage, the 
performance information process begins when policies are being developed, and continues 
through each of the planning, budgeting, implementation and reporting stages. The planning, 
budgeting and reporting cycle can be graphically illustrated as follows:

2.4 Overview of budget policies 


• Tariff Policy - the policy prescribes the procedures for calculating tariffs. This policy 
is required in terms of Section 74 of the Local Government Municipal System Act, Act 32 of 
2000; Status: Adopted 

• Rates Policy - a policy required by the Municipal Property Rates Act, Act 6 of 2004. 
This policy provides the framework for the determination of rates; this has been 
implemented with the Municipal Property Rates Act with effect from 1 July 2009. Policy has 
to be reviewed annually when the draft budget is submitted. Status: Adopted 

• Indigent Support Policy - The criterion for benefits under this scheme is part of the 
credit control policy. An indigent is kept up to date in a form of a monthly register and a 
separate indigent policy has been developed in line with this. The survey forms to qualify 
for the indigent support must be completed annually. The Municipality may annually as 
part of its budgetary process, determine the municipal services and levels thereof which will 
be subsidized in respect of indigent customers in accordance with the national policy but 
subject to principles of sustainability and affordability. An indigent customer shall 
automatically be deregistered if an audit or verification concludes that the financial 
circumstances of the indigent customer have changed to the extent that he/ she no longer 
chances the qualifications. The indigent customer may at any time request deregistration. 
Status: Adopted 

• Budget Policy - The annual budget is the central financial planning document that 
entails all revenue and expenditure decisions. It establishes the level of services to be 
provided by each department. The accounting officer confirms the municipal's priorities in 
the formulation of the draft and the final budget document proposal. A budget, as per S71 of 
the MFMA, is subject to monthly control and be reported to Council with recommendations 
of action to be taken to achieve the budget's goals. The budget is also subject to a mid-term 
review which might result in a revised budget, thereby resulting in the adjustments budget, 
which is in terms of S28 of the MFMA. Unfinished capital project budgets shall not be 
carried forward to future fiscal years unless the project expenditure is committed or funded 
from grant funding, which will require the rolling over of those funds together with the 
project. This policy set out the principles which must be followed in preparing a Medium- 
Term Revenue and Expenditure Framework Budget. It further ensures that the budget 
reflects the strategic outcomes embodied in the IDP and related strategic policies. Status: 
Adopted 

• Asset Management Policy - the objective of the policy is to prescribe the accounting 
and administrative procedures relating to property, plant and equipment; Status: Adopted 

• Accounting Policy - the policy prescribes the basis of presentation of the Annual 
Financial Statements in accordance with the Generally Recognized Accounting Practices and 
Accounting Standards; Status: Adopted 

• Supply Chain Management Policy - this policy is developed in terms of Section 11 
of the Municipal Finance Management Act, Act 56 of 2003. The principles of this policy is to 
give effect to a fair, equitable, transparent, competitive and cost effective system for the 
procuring of goods and services, disposing of goods and selecting of contractors in the 
provision of municipal services Status: Adopted 



• Subsistence and Travel Policy - this policy regulates the reimbursement of 
travelling and subsistence cost to officials and councillors attending official business Status: 
Adopted 

• Credit Control and Debt Collection Policy - this policy provides for credit and debt 
collection procedures and mechanisms to ensure that all consumers pay for the services that 
are supplied. Status: Adopted 

• Investment Policy - this policy was compiled in accordance with the Municipal 
Investment Regulation R308 and ensures that cash resources are managed in the most 
efficient and effective manner possible Status: Adopted 

• Short-term Insurance Policy - the objective of the policy is to ensure the 
safeguarding of Council's assets Status: Adopted 

• Principles and Policy on Borrowings- The purpose of this policy is to ensure that 
borrowing forms part of the financial management procedures of the Municipality and 
to ensure that prudent borrowing procedures are applied consistently. Status: Adopted 


2.5 Overview of budget assumptions 

2.5.1 External factors 

Domestically, after five years of strong growth, during which about two million jobs 
were created, our economy shrank by an estimated 1.8 per cent last year and about 900 000 
people lost their jobs. It is expected that recovery from this deterioration will be slow and 
uneven, and that growth for 2015. 

Owing to the economic slowdown, financial resources are limited due to reduced payment 
levels by consumers. This has resulted in declining cash inflows, which has necessitated 
restrained expenditure to ensure that cash outflows remain within the affordability 
parameters of the municipality's finances. 

2.5.2 General inflation outlook and its impact on the municipal activities 

There are five key factors that have been taken into consideration in the compilation of the 
2014/15 MTREF: 

• National Government macro-economic targets; 

• The general inflationary outlook and the impact on municipality's residents and 
businesses; 

• The impact of municipal cost drivers; 

• The increase in the cost of remuneration. 

2.5.3 Collection rate for revenue services 

The base assumption is that tariff and rating increases will increase at a rate slightly higher 
that CPI over the long term. It is also assumed that current economic conditions, and 
relatively controlled inflationary conditions, will continue for the forecasted term. 
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The rate of revenue collection is currently expressed as a percentage (70 per cent) of annual 
billings. Cash flow is assumed to be 70 per cent of billings, plus an increased collection of 
arrear debt from the revised collection and credit control policy. The performance of arrear 
collections will however only be considered a source of additional cash in-flow once the 
performance has been carefully monitored. 

2.5.4 Growth or decline in tax base of the municipality 

Debtor's revenue is assumed to increase at a rate that is influenced by the consumer debtor's 
collection rate, tariff/ rate pricing, real growth rate of the municipality, household formation 
growth rate and the poor household change rate. 

Household formation is the key factor in measuring municipal revenue and expenditure 
growth, as servicing "households" is a greater municipal service factor than servicing 
individuals. Household formation rates are assumed to convert to household dwellings. In 
addition the change in the number of poor households influences the net revenue benefit 
derived from household formation growth, as it assumes that the same costs incurred for 
servicing the household exist, but that no consumer revenue is derived as the "poor 
household" limits consumption to the level of free basic services. 

2.5.5 Impact of national, provincial and local policies 

Integration of service delivery between national, provincial and local government is critical 
to ensure focussed service delivery and in this regard various measures were implemented 
to align IDPs, provincial and national strategies around priority spatial interventions. In this 
regard, the following national priorities form the basis of all integration initiatives: 

• Creating jobs; 

• Enhancing education and skill development; 

• Improving Health services; 

• Rural development and agriculture; and 

• Fighting crime and corruption. 

To achieve these priorities integration mechanisms are in place to ensure integrated 
planning and execution of various development programs. The focus will be to strengthen 
the link between policy priorities and expenditure thereby ensuring the achievement of the 
national, provincial and local objectives. 

2.5.6 Ability of the municipality to spend and deliver on the programmes 

It is estimated that a spending rate of at least 97 per cent is achieved on operating 
expenditure and 98 per cent on the capital programme for the 2015/16 MTREF of which 
performance has been factored into the cash flow budget.

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2.7 Legislation compliance status 

Compliance with the MFMA implementation requirements have been substantially adhered 
to through the following activities: 

1. In-year reporting 

Reporting to National Treasury in electronic format was fully complied with on a monthly 
basis. Section 71 reporting to the Mayor (within 10 working days) has progressively 
improved and includes monthly published financial performance on the municipality's 
website. 

2. Internship programme 

The municipality is participating in the Municipal Financial Management Internship 
programme and has employed five interns undergoing training in various divisions of the 
Financial Services Department. 

3. Budget and Treasury Office 

The Budget and Treasury Office has been established in accordance with the MFMA. 

4. Audit Committee 

An Audit Committee has been established and is fully functional.
